RE: Amendment to COMAR 10.09.53 Early and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis,
and Treatment: Private Duty Nursing

The Maryland Medical Assistance Program has adopted amendments to
Regulation .07 under COMAR 10.09.53 Early and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and
Treatment: Private Duty Nursing, effective July 1, 2006.

The amendments implement a rate increase for private duty nursing services to
$31.00 per hour, establish a methodology for determining fees in future fiscal years, and
establish quarter-hour units of service in order to reflect HIP AA standards. The new
regulations are attached.
